Pasha is a Grand Seigneur 
E His house is much the most notable in 
Constantinople. When I say his house, itis a 
figure of speech, for there is not upon the two 
banks of the Bosphorus a palace vast enough to 
accommodate the suite of this Prince without a 
throne, this Minister without a portfolio. 

At Candilli, on the Asiatic side, Mustapha 
Pasha has a palace of forty windows front, 
where his Highness lodges and feeds two hun- 
dred persons, men, women, and eunuchs,

E Pluribus Unum and His Sons 
North and South, 


South Becoming Dissatisfied with 
Things Tries to Leave. 


Le Tries for Pour Years te Destroy His 
Father's House. 


Failing in That, He Now Proposes to 
Get Control of It and Re- 
form It. 
Written for The Tribune. 
A certain man two sons. Thename of 


this man was E. Piuribus Unum, and the names 
of his two sons were North and South. At the 


time of his setting up for himself, the father was 


an ardent lover of freedom, and showed his love 


for it by fighting for it and almost dying 
for it. But just as he was about to breathe his 
last he breathed his first. But when he came 
out of the fight victorious and free, he made a 

ation to that effect. This he called his 


Declaration of Independence. It was writ large 
and lucid, so that there could be no mistaking 
what it meant. It declared that all men were 
created equal, and endowed by their Creator 
with certain inalienable’ rights, and that 
among these was the right to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. Nevertheless 
E. Pluribus Unum held slaves, and so did his 
sons North and South, In course of time the 
father of E. P. U., whose name was John Bull, 
abolished slavery, and so did all the great land- 
owners, who were all astonished at E. P. U. for 
so much of his own liberty and making 
as much as he could out of the bo of other 
ple. For he celebrated his Declaration of

LIGHTING THE STREETS. 

The recent, and expected, action of the 
Common Council in regard to the street- 
lamps is an important step in the direction 
of economy in city finances. There is evi- 
dently no use in burning gas when such arti- 
ficial illumination is equaled or exceeded by 
the light furnished by either the sun or the 
moon; and, if the weather be fine, there are 
several nights in each month during which 
the street-lamps need not be lighted at all, — 
except those at the brid and a 
few others in the most thickly-built portions 
of the city. But the weather is a very im- 
portant element in determining the quantity 
of artificial illumination required in either 
case. The light of the full-moon may be en- 


tirely shrouded during the greater part of the | 


night by clouds; and even the duration 
of twilight is often materially shortened 
under an overcast sky. And it is impossible 
to calculate and allow for these things more 
than afew hours beforehand, whatever the 
weather prophets may say to the contrary ; 
so that the use of the present table, or any 
other that could be compiled, ought to be 
tempered with judgment. The city should 
not at any time be left in absolute darkness, 
so long as taxes can be collected; and total 
darkness can only be avoided by burning 
a great deal more gas than is actually 
needed, or by sometimes extending the hours 
for gas-lighting which are given in a table 
that is calculated with an eye to municipal 
economy. Of course, it would be folly, and 
extravagance, to waste gas during ten or a 
dozen fair-weather evenings and mornings in 
order to avoid the necessity of a departure 
from the tabular times on one occasion. 
There is also a point in regard to the 
moonlight itself which it is important to 
note ; though it seems to have been entirely 
ignored in the recent discussions of the sub- 
ject. On the open prairie, and in the thinly 
populated districts, the light of the moon be- 


+ tween the first and third quarters is better 


than gas during the whole time that she is 
above the horizon. But in the more thickly 
settled portions of the city, where the build- 
ings are high, the light of the moon is of lit- 
tle use, unless she be at least thirty degrees 
above the horizon,—because the buildings 
cut off the light from the streets when the 
moon is low. The lamps should, therefore, 
be kept burning longer, on moonlight even- 
ings, in the business sections of the city than 
in the suburbs. The central portion should 
not at any time be left in darkness; but it 
would be an extravagant waste of gas and 
money to light the larger area during the 
whole time that the smaller area requires 
artificial illumination. 

The business of lighting the streets of a 
great city cannot, therefore, be economi- 
cally governed by any cast-iron rule. It 
should be under intelligent supervision ; but 
by whom? Hitherto it has rested entirely 
with the Gas Companies, or the officers 
thereof, to decide when and where the rules 
should be departed from, if at all. As those 
parties are interested in having the greatest 
permissible quantity of gas consumed, it 
cannot be expected that they will pare very 
closely in the interest of the city. It needs 
only a very little cogitation on the subject 
to be satisfied that it is about as absurd to 
leave the matter to the Gas Companies and 
their employes as it would be to allow the 
same parties to dictate the times when the 
gas shall be lighted and extinguished in our 
offices and residences. 

In each case the say in this important 


great an extent of territory to make them ab- 
solutely trustworthy for any specified local- 
ity. But a comparison of the local (mer- 
curial) barometer, etc., with the latest at- 
mospheric reports from surrounding points, 
as furnished by the United States Signal 
Service Bureau, will give cloud indications 
that can be depended upon, in nineteen 
cases out of twenty, several hours in advance. 
Probably the payment of a few dollars an- 
nually to the observer in charge at the Sig- 
nal Office in this city, would insure better 
prognostications than could be made by any 
one not specially trained to the work; and 
then a very few minutes’ time each day 
would be all required from the city official 
charged with the duty of issuing the order 
to light and extinguish the street-lamps. 

The matter is really one that deserves much 
more attention (we do not mean mere talk) 
than has hitherto been given it on behalf of 
the people who pay the gas-bills. On the 
one hand is the great importance of having 
the street-lamps lighted during every minute 
of the time that the streets would otherwise 
be absolutely dark. On the other side of the 
question we have the imperative necessity, 
in the present exhausted state of the city 
finances, of saving every dollar consistent 
with that provision. At the rate of $2.50 
per thousand feet, and 5 feet per hour, every 
minute that the street-lamps are burning 
takes $2.15 out of the City Treasury; and, 
if the cost per thousand be made 50 cents 
less and 38-feet burners be substituted for 
those now in use, the cost per minute would 
still exceed $1. With the greatest proposed 
reductions, a saving of three minutes on each 
day of the year, or the omission of a single 
night’s unnecessary lighting, would be a gain 
to the City Treasury of more than $1,000. 
At the rate heretofore in force, the saving 
would be fully twice that amount. 

We respectfully recommend this view of 
the case to the taxpayers and their represent- 
atives,—the Common Council of the City of 
Chicago. 

THE COURT-HOUSE RING. 

It is very evident, from the action so far 
taken in the County Board relative to the 
stone for the new Court-House, that the 
Ring is byno means dismayed by the criminal 
indictments that have been brought against 
some of the county thieves, but proposes to 
go ahead, without regard to the public inter- 
ests, and reckless as to the amount of public 
money to be spent, to provide the greatest pos- 
sibilities for thieving. Ever since the fire of 
1871 the Court-House building has been 
looked to as the richest field for plunder that 
would be presented to the tax-eaters of the 
present generation. The postponement of 
the work from time to time has been mainly 
owing to the inability of the voracious 
beneficiaries te agree upon a satisfactory 
division of the spoils. At one time a basis 
of nationalities was adopted, and there were 
to be three architects, representing, respect- 
ively, the Irish, German, and American ele- 
ments; but this was abandoned, evidently for 
the reason that the Americans are entitled to 
no share of the plunder. Finally, after 
years of bickering, a beginning was 
actually made by letting the contract for 
the foundation, choosing for that pur- 
pose a bid higher than another re- 
sponsible bid for the same work. This 
contract has been pursued far enough already 
to enable the contractor Harms to present a 
modest bill of $70,000 for “extras.” This 
is the old story, but it is not even the begin- 
ning of the end,—only the beginning of the 
beginning. 

The next item for plunder comes up in the 
letting of the contract for stone. The pre- 
liminary negotiations in this matter have 
been long and costly. Several of the Com- 
missioners, partly te take their summer vaca- 
tions at the expense of the public, and partly 
to mislead the people into the belief that 
they were sincere in the pretense of making 
a thorough inspection of all varieties of stone 
before deciding upon any, have been junket- 
ing about. But the first thing that was done 
in the Board was to passa resolution pro- 
viding that the selection of the stone he con- 
fined exclusively to hmestone, which prac- 
tically limits the Board to the Lemont and 
neighboring quarries. The men who voted 
for this resolution were Cannot, CiEzary, 
Conty, Lonzrcan, MoCarrrey, Murzor, 
Tasor, and Jounson. COxezary, though his 
name was mentioned ip one of the Grand- 

Jury reports in an unpleasant con- 
nection, has been making loud professions 
of honesty, and it has certainly been 
expected that Tano would not vote in the 
interest of the Ring. Hut this was a Ring 
move. It was the starting-point two years 
ago, when the Board proceeded under Mr. 
Sam Asuton’s administration to adopt a reso-

The action 
in regard to the stone is the first 
movement in this direction, and it had better 
be abandoned. The people have never yet 
failed to reach official scoundrels, when suf- 
ficiently aroused, and we warn the Ring 
again that their time will come if they per- 
sist. 

SHOP-WORK INSTRUCTION. 

There is no doubt that the mechanical 
and skilled labor of this country are at a seri- 
ous disadvantage, because of the lack of 
systematic and scientific training in early 
life. The old apprentice system did not. af- 
ford this to the desired extent, from the fact 
that the youth who entered mechanical works 
to learn his trade was — —— 
do the ing i un- 

carrying, sweeping, 3 — 
to depend entirely upon his own energy and 
aptitude for acquiring a partial knowledge of 
the trade to which he proposed to devote 
himself, But the Trades-Union organiza- 
tions throughout the country, having arrayed 
themselves against the apprentice system, on 
the ground that it is opposed to the interests 
of foreign workmen coming to this country, 
the American youth have been deprived even 
of this partial aid to skilled labor. This dep- 
rivation, and the general neglect to teach 
the American youth trades, is one of the 
most dangerous conditions of the time; it 
inevitably leads to an enlargement of the 
„ clerking ” classes, the unemployed classes, 
and the indigent and vicious classes. It 
likewise depreciates the character and value 
of skilled labor and mechanical productions. 

Mr. Runxxuz, the President of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, thinks he 
has discovered the remedy in the shop-work 
system of instruction which has been 
adopted at the Imperial Technical Schools of 
St. Petersburg and Moscow, and advises that 
this Russian system be adopted in the Massa- 
chusetts Institute and other technological in- 
stitutions in this country. He says that the 
exhibit at the Centennial Exposition of the 
collections of tools and samples of shop-work 
done by the Russian fs shows that 
the system has magnificent 
results. The St. P institute 
has now 500 ts, and that at 
Moscow probably as y more. These 
schools have the usual um of studies 
essential to a scientific education, but in ad- 
dition thereto they have the mechanical de- 
partments for special instruction in the sev-

A HOPEFUL VIEW. 

The Real Estate Journal has the following 
hopeful view of the real estate values of the 
city, based upon our having an honest City Gov- 
ernment: 

The market was just recovering from the shock 
that came in 1873, when by sheer neglect of duty 
on the part of honorable citizens the People’s ( 
party of rapscallions were elevated to power. ‘They 
were, for the most part, men unaccustomed to 
honorable positions, and by nature incapable of 
using their privileges without abusing them. We 
do not wish to repeat the nauseating account of 
their doings, their lavish expenditures, down- 
right thievery on a mammoth scale, their creation 
of innumerable sinecures for — ahettors, 
etc. Suffice it to say, that ere long capital drew 
back in genuine alarm, and would not risk itself in 
a city so cursed with misrule. This put real estate 
investment at a lower pulse than it had ever before 
been. These men were finally disposed of, and 
immediately investments in land began to increase. 
Then came the dates of maturity for city notes 
and obligations, and the City Treasury was found 
to. be empty of funds to mect them. This, again, 
ruined confidence, and purchases fell off greatly. 
An honorable government has since that time been 
thinking, toihng, and struggling to bring order 
out of the chaos left by the herd of official drones, 
and the rigid economy inaugurated on every hand 
—resulting in reducing the expenses of the city 
nearly $2,000,000 per annum—has, aided by the 
most solemn pledging of the faith of the city to 
pay every dollar it has had from others, almost 
completely restored confidence, and again capital 
is knocking loudly at our gates for entrance, and 
participation in the prosperity which is looming up 
in the future for this growing city.

BUILDING. 
CONCRETE AND ARTIFICIAL STONE IN CHICAGO. 
A correspondent in Chicago of the American 
Architect and Building News has a very intelli- 
gent and interesting article on the use and 
abuse in this city of toncrete stone for building 


purposes. He says: 

The principal material here used is the English 
Portland cement; and itis a regular article of com- 
merce. Itis princi pallyused nowin laying sidewalks ; 
but four years ago it entered largely into the man- 
ufacture of artificial atone. Before the at fire, 
the extensively-advertised Frear stone had been 
manufactured for some years, and a Portland ce- 
ment stone factory had just been started. The 
— making the former article evidently had 
great confidence in its virtues; for it set np carriage- 
steps in numerous places, with advertisements of 
the company stamped on them. But they defied 
the elements without avail, and in a few years be- 
came only rounded masses, without definite shape. 
The period of the great rebuilding opened 
a wide field for both companies; and 
they were soon competing with the 
stonecutters. The public had little faith in the 
Frear stone and on account of the extensive ad- 
vertisement of it, confouyded all other artificial 
stones withit; consequently it was up-hill work 
with the Portland cement men, whose work had 
really stood well, and had resisted fire in a manner 
to astonish every one. The Frear stone people 
soon changed the composition, and introduced 
Portland cement into it. (What it originally con- 
sisted of I have never been able to ascertain defi- 
— bat it strongly resembled the crust of rye- 
bread,) The Portland cement gave the true stone 
color, aud with this the Frear Company erected 
several large buildings; most notably the Hale 
Building.” erected by the enterprising inventor of 
water- balance elevators, a structure on the cor- 
ner of Washington and State streets about 100 
feet square and five stories high. This front has 
looked quite well since the time it was built; but 
for some reason it ha- recently been entirely paint- 
ed over, The Portland Cement Company, under 
the absurd title of the Composition Granite 
Works,” obtained by far the largest number of 
building-contractes. henever they came in com- 

tition with sandstone cutters, they bid about one- 

hird mnder them: and to those who had faith there 
was a certain economy in using the concrete stone. 
Other companies soon came into existence: and be- 
forelong there were several factories for making 
artificial stone. I cannot speak with exactness, 
but should say that there are fully 100 fronts of 
vbaililings of artificial stone in this city, while lin- 
tels and other trimmings may have entered into the 
construction of a thousand more. These were all 
built between 1871 and 1874. 

It can he fairly said that concrete of Portland ce- 
ment used in the form of artiticia) stone ha- been 
well tested here. In the majority of cases it is as 
good to all appearances as when first put up. 

ere are examples of the Ransome artificial 
stone in Chicago. In 1872 a gentleman came from 
San Francisco, where he had been making artificial 
stone under Ransome’s patents. Having, as he 
thought, mastered all the practical difficulties in 
the manufacture of it, he thought to forma com- 
pany here. To his surprise he found that a com- 
— had been formed many years before, and was 

n possession of the patents, but had never done 
anything. The simple reason was, that it did not 
know how to make the stone. It was but a short 
matterto buy up the stock; and one gentleman 
was so delighted with the prospect of being able to 
‘manufacture it, that he invested $60, 000 in setting 
up works for the purpose. Notwithstanding 


| the beautiful samples produced, the first build- 


ing e was a failure. It soon began to 
decay, and now is in a very delapidated condition. 
Anotber small store-front was more suecessful, and 
still looks remarkably well. But the company 
found it necessary to incorporate Portland cement 
in the material. and was — produce a new 
stone, ng, a6 was ught, the advan 8 
of Portland cement with the chemical mete ano 
Ransome, What would have been the result can- 


not be told; for the demand for buildings fell off, 


and the price of stone-cutting declined so that nat- 
ural stone could be procured for a much cheaper 
price than that for which any artifical materia) 
could be procured. The Ransome Company also 
manufactured floor-tiles; but these were a failure, 
and where they were employed have since been re- 
— by others. Tpe evident defect in all the 
e stone was its porosity; and the disin- 
tegration was due mai to the action of frost. 
The tiles, though hard, did not seem to have wear- 
Probably, for want of e close text- 
ure, 2 grains of sand were nally dis- 
placed until the surfaces were deeply inden 
The manufacture of artificial stones has now al- 
most entirely ceased. The main reason is, that 
natural stones are cheaper. Notwithstanding all 
the claims set forth of the superiority of the fictile 
material, le will have natural stone if they 
can get it for their money. The fact that thete is 
(minimum!) limit to the cost of all artificial mate- 
rials of this kind, while very low rates of labor 
will cause greater fluctuations in the price of the 
natural article, will always make the manufacture 
of stone a hazardous undertaking. Thus far, not- 
withstanding the success structarally of the Port- 
cement stone, there is no prospect that it will 
regular article of trade. Still there are 
so many uses for the cement in legitimate con- 
struction. tùat the demand for it will doubtless in- 
crease. It makes the best sidewalk that we can get 
for the moucy, and for thig purpose is now exten- 


sively employed, as well as for flooring manufac- 

turing buildings, basements, and cellars. There 

are several competing firms here in this business.

But we man- 
age to get along pretty well, and one of the 
reasons why we do not complain as much as Chica- 
go does of the decline in prices is because we are 
not compelled to sell to as great an extent as Chi- 


cago is. 

We shonld be delighted to hear that Mr. Honore 
had bought ground in the neighborhood of Forest 
Park at $300 an arce, as a few acres of such prop- 
erty would enable him to meet gts ents 
taxes in Chicago, but we doubt ether he has 
been so fortunate. We are afraid that his experi- 
ence in St. Louis has been very much like that of 
Mr. Sam Walker and ether real-estate millionaires 
in Chicago, who bought the green spots on the coun- 
ty map of Chicago's rk and boulevard system, 
and who now repeat the old story by telling their 
friends, When I came to Chicago I was a poor 
2 I hadn't a cent in the world, and now I owe 


The Southern Hotel failed to save its proprietors, 
but then the proprietors of the Southern Hotel had 
to pay rent, while the proprietors of the Grand Pa- 
cific, in Chicago, took the hotel for nothing, and 
sunk $100, of their creditors’ money in a single 
year. We have no suburban villages; but, on the 
other hand, we have no deficit of „000 in our 
City Treasury, carried along from we to year, to 
represent such investments as David A. Gage made 
in the suburbs of Chicago. Our iron trade is very 
dull, but the reason why the iron trade of Chicago 
has not suffered is because Chicago never had any 
iron trade. Our oldest real-estate agent retires in- 
to a United States Marshalship, but he does not owe 
his creditors $300, 000, as does the oldest real-es- 
tate agent of Chicago. We have had sales under 
mortgage that brought in less than the mo ge, 
but we have no parallel to the case of J. Youn 
Scammon, who berrowed $400, 000 in gold to buil 
with, and saw the buildings and the land knocked 
down for less than $250, 000. 

If Chicago owes a great deal to such men as 
Walker, Honore, Scammon, Gage, Warren, anda 
dozen others who might be named, it might repay 
them by buying up the judgments against them at 
2 cents on the dollar, and setting them on their 
feetagain; butit can neither help them nor help 
itself by decrying the growth of St. Louis. Chicago 
we understand to be the centre of the trade in Cali- 
fornia pears and in pickled salmon, and of course 
it suffers a.great deal from the unwillingness of 
people to buy pears at two fora quarter. 

These few samples are bad enough, to be 
sure; but they pare nothing. In no city in the 
Union are real-estate values on a more sub- 
stantial basis than in Chicago. The —— of no 
city pay their interest and business obligations 
more promptly, and in no one is trade more

BOTANICAL. 
THE CHICAGO BOTANICAL GARDENS. 
The Pharmacist, 

To any one not familiar with the progresa of 
this great educational work, a simple statement 
of the very large number of plants under cul- 
tivation at this time will afford sufficient reason 
for pleasure and surprise when it ts remem- 
bered that the inception of the enterprise dates 
back only to January, 1875, a period practically 
representing but twelve months of garden work. 
To those who are familiar with the work, this 
feeling of surprise gives way to a sense of won- 
der at the success achieved in the face of many 


and physical, which seems incredible in the time 
named. But few persons, even those well in- 
formed, are aware of the great amount of detail 
and of painstaking labor involved in the 
arrangement and care of a botanical gar- 


(den. Like in the practice of pharmacy, ac- 


curacy is of the first importance, and is an 
indispensable quality of the knowledge required in 
a botanical director, and this exact knowledge 
must be applied, at all times, in the preparation of 
\the ground, the culture of the plants, and in the 
preservation of the seeds. There is no fit time for 
carelessness Or neglect; nomenclature must be ac- 
curate and correctly applied, or the work is in vain; 
the effects of heat and cold, air aad sunlight, 
moisture and dryness of soil, the natural conditions 
of each plant—all these must be understood and 
carefully adapted, to imsure success. When we 
consider that plants and seede are to be gathered 
from sll climates and brought gether upon a 
few acres of ground in our changeable and rigorous 
climate, the skill and knowledge and care necessa- 
ry can be more fully appreciated, and must be 
more justly applauded. 

The Chicago gardens were unusually fortunate 
in securing the services of Prof. Babcock as the 
Botanical Director, combining, as he does, the 
knowledge and skill for the work, with admirable 

owers of administration and the needful ability to 

ach others. We believe no one could have done 
more or better work, and few could have equaled 
it. Almost a labor of love, and with but little en- 
couragement, he has devoted his hours of rest and 
of work unflinchingly to this task. Like other un- 
selfish workers for the good of mankind, his re- 
ward will be found when our people come to appre- 
ciate his efforts, and learn how greata service he 
has rendered to the cause of education, in a mat- 
ter which bears directly upon the health, not less 
than the pleasure, of our citizens. 

We have so far refrained from mentioning the 
honor it will be to Chicago to possess the largest 
and most complete botanical garden in America, 
and in this connection we would allude to the most 
r and public-spirited action of the Board of 
South Park Commissioners, who have, in a char- 
acteristic manner, so ably fostered this enterprise, 
bestowing upon it the needful grounds and finan- 
cial aid necessary to secure its ultimate success. 
We feel confident that tnis noble action in the in- 
terest of the public will gain for them the hearty 
thanks of all intelligent citizens, and be a further 
8— that they are the right men in the right 
place. 

To pharmacists and physicians the Botanical 
Gardens should be of no ordinary interest, and to 
these two professional classes we would address a 
few words of solicitation. The study of botany 
has at all times been deemed of great value and 
importance to students of medicine and pharmacy. 
Through the neglect of this study in the schools 
our medical men are in lamentable ignorance of 
the value of many indigenous plante as remedial 
agents. To such an extent is this true, that we 
owe to accidental causes, or to the traditions ef 
the noble red man,” the imperfect knowledge 
we have of native medicinal plants and their uses, 
almost without exception. 

We go to India, to Europe, and to isles of the 
sea for remedies, when more efficient ones are 
growing all about us, waiting for the knowledge 
that will enable us to utilize them. Heretofore 
but few schools have had the advantages of a bo- 
tanical garden, in which were grouped convenient- 
ly all the families of plants; the fields have been 
neglected because inconvenient, and as a result 
our materia medica is incomplete, foreign, and an- 
tiqnated. In Chicago there will be no longer an 
excuse for ignorance in this direction, and our pro- 
fessional colleagues of all schools should at once 
interest themselves in this enterprise. Let us give 
to it all the aid and all the encouragement neces- 
sary, by word and act, to render its completion 
assured at an early day, in such a manner as shall 
leave nothing to be desired for the future education 
of students in a knowledge of botany. 

Already plants and seeds have been received at 
the gardene from nearly every country known to 
us, and from every botanical garden of any im- 
portance in the world. The Director has received 
so far, in all, over 7,000 varieties, many of which 
are under successful cultivation in beds and 
houses, 

Although in ite first year of results, the Director 
has distributed over 2,000 packages of seeds to 
other gardens and to botanists. We think it safe 
to claim that no other garden ever accomplished 80 
much in the first year of its existence, which fact 
gives us all the assurance néedel that, with proper 
encouragement and assistance at home, tne Chicago 
Botanical Gardens will become one of the chief at- 
tractions of our metropoli«. 5.

THE AMPHITHEATRE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 5.—The reply of your corre- 
spondent to my remarks in your journal upon 
the County Hospital Amphitheatre question, 
can be condensed into the charge against myself 
of being penny wise and pound foolish, and that 
the enlightened sentiment of the country de- 
mands the better education of medical students. 

As to the necessity of economy in the admin- 
istration of our city affairs being penny wise 
and pound foolish,” I will leave that to the tax- 
ridden, tax-eaten residents of this oppressed city 
and county. No one at all acquainted with the 
necessities of medical education will pretend to 
deny the second. But the questign of the erec- 
tion of a supplementary building, that will cost 
anywhere from $30,000 to $100,000, for the ben- 
efit of our medical schools, and especially Rush, 
when public improvements of all kinds in oar 
city have to be suspended for the fact of “no 
funds,” many of these necessary to the health 
ofour city—as a necessary economy, it seems 
to me, is not to be decided by selfish 
preferences of those alone benefited. 

He (X.) did not reply to the suggestion that 
in these times of financial distress, when labor- 
ing men are turned loose in our streets by the 
hundred for lack of means to employ these, 
and even those discharged obliged to do with- 
out their pay no more obligations involving 
money shou d be made by our authorities. 
„ Be just before you are generous,” and if the 
Medical Colleges must have a lecture-room, let 
those who profit by it furnish the funds. 

Rush Medical College's supposed income 
must be $12,000 to $15,000 annually, and to her 
an amphitheatre, with her wealthy faculty, 
would be a mere atelle. I speak of Rugh, 
for she is the one above all others interested, 
having delayed the construction of her build- 
ings until the Hospital job was complete, in 
onder to locate in its shadow. Her faculty have 
been and now are the active movers in every 
step taken by the Commissioners, manipulating 
everything in their own interest.

A notable example of this un- 
kind ability was witnessed last winter when

Outside colleges and students are admitted by 
no good will of theirs, but because they dare 
not refuse them access to this public institution. 
There are very many things in connection with 
our splendid charity that need reconstruction, 
2 — an overhauling of the Medical Board, 
and putting it in the hands of those able to hold 
their places on their merits, rather than by their 
litical sagacit y. I repeat what I said in my 
ast, namely, that all the ac- 
commodations in the Hospital can oe secured at 
a cost of $50; and the difference between that 
and the interest on the $30,000 can be easily cal- 
culated, even deducting the $1,500 sup to 
be received from students.

SCALAWAG ARCHITECTS.

tached,” and the only chance the poor victims 
have of getting paid is by persistent dunning.— 
a poor resource, as this class of men is thor- 
oughly shameless. There is one architect here 
having abundant property,—safely male 
over,—who is indebted to various draughts- 
men thousands of dollars, with no pros- 
pects of their getting one cent! As the 
only remedy, or check, - to this too prevalent 
rascality, a society of architectural draughts- 
men is in process of formation for the mutual 
benefit of its members, one object being tue ex- 
posure of the names and particulars of the 
worst cases. It will be a self-preservative 
society, and, while adhering rigidly to the literal 
truth in itss statements, will risk the chances of 
suits for libel, the expenses of which, being 
borne by the whole society, will fall ligistly 


upon each individual member. It is thus hoped 
that the certainty of exposure will be some 
check to all but the most abandoned.

And 89 of these well-settled facts, 
the Town not only retain their numerous 
servants, but continue to pay salaries that, even 
in war-times, would have been considered a good

PASTORS. 

Previous to the permanent organization of the 
church, on the 13th of February, 1839, the faithful 
band of worshipers were indebted to the ministra- 
tions of re rly ordained clergymen from other 
cities, to itinerant preachers who visited the Vil- 
1 of Racine at intervals, or to the words of con- 
solation as they fell from the lips of the more 
gifted of the congregation. The Rev. Cyrus Nich- 
ols was a bu and shining light in those days, 
and stood nobly by the tiny craft that was drifting 
through troubled waters. It seems, however, that 
the first regularly appointed pastor was the Rev. 
C. C. Cadwell, who assumed the functions of Shep- 
herd struggling soon after the 

the church. In July, 1840, 
„ Mr. Kingsbury succeeded the 
Rev. Cadwell. The principal feature of the Rev. 
Kingsbury's ministrations was the eloquence and 
zeal with which he battled the evil influences of the 
dram-shops that flourished in those days. In Jan- 
uary, 1842, the Rev. Hiram Foote took charge of 
the parish, and during his time the first church was 
built on the east side of Wisconsin, below Fifth 
street now known as Odd-Fellows’ Hall. The Rev. 
Foote was dismissed, and the Rev. T. M. Hopkins 
chosen during June, 1845, the last named gentle- 
man being the flrat whose call“ was regularly 
made and signed by a Moderator and Clerk. His 
carcer as tor was marked by a schism 
m the church, the minority profess- 
ing and adopting the Congregational creed, 
and appointing the Rev. Hopkins as their spiritual 
adviser.

A new church of greater capacity 
now became an absolute necessity, and the present 
edifice is the result of the labors of the Building 
Committee. In June, 1856, the Rev. Humphrey 
was dismissed to labor in new fields of greater use- 
fulness, and the Rev. George M. 8. Blowvelt, of 
New Jersey, was appointed his successor. During 
and until pon 1860, the church was 
tor, its pulpit being supplied b 
rom Beloit College, and by J.

In March, 1860, a call was sent the Rev. C. J.

Alexan- 
der took charge of the parish, and continued his 
ministry until June, 1872 The present pastor, 
the Rev. D. E. Bierce, a gentleman of rare talent 
and Christian zeal, assumed the care of the largest 
and, “a "4 most influential flock in the city in 
March, 187: The total number of 224 
whose names „ on the rolls of the 
church dari the thirty-six years of its 
existence are 1,055, of whom.107 died members, 
460 were dismissed to other churches, 14 were ex- 
cluded, and 74 are marked absent, leaving 400 act- 
ive members now in the fold. 

Thus have I carefully and as concisely as possible 
traced the history of the first church in our city 
from the altar of which the prayers of the righte- 
ous ascended long ago; a church that struggled 
into existence two years after our village lots were 
surveyed,—when only twenty-one seekers after 
mansions in the world beyond could be found to in- 
dorse its rolls, but which tng is powerful in its 
influence for good, boundless in its charity, and 
grand in its simple faith.

Church was wont to make the time a succession of 

magnificent pageants that drew lookers-on from all 
rts of the world. That was before the Pope be- 


triumphant army had waked dismal echoes in the 
Eternal City—in the time when His Holiness had 
both the power and the will to make Rome bedeck 
itself in holiday array by a Word from his august 
mouth. Things are vastly changed now, and Holy 
Weck is much like Holy Week in Paris or any other 
Continental city—except that one always feeis that 
the Pope is there, and even the less important cere- 
monlals seem to have a new meaning irom being so 
near tothe centre of Catholicism. There is no 
longer the solemn miserere in the Sistine Chapel, 
no longer the Pontifical benediction from the bal- 
cony of St. Peter's, no longer the great procession 
of Holy Thursday, no longer the great display of 
costly and magnificent vestments, but there is 
everywhere the solemn tencbral service on Good 
Friday, with a special prayer for the Church, now 
undergoing such heavy afflictions in the person of 
its prima! bishop. 

We arriveain Rome with no higher expectation 
than of seeing the Pope in some pageant of Holy 
or Easter eek; ignorant of the fact that 
he never left the Vactican, —that magnificent palace 
which he calls his prison,—and when we were told 
that he would take no part in the public observ- 
ances we were more thana little dissappointed. 
Fortunately for us, we expressed this disuppoint- 
ment to ap Italian friend at court, who, to our 
surprise, obtained for us almost at once a sum- 
mons to attend an audience atthe Vatican. We 
felt very happy inthe ssession of that great 
printed form, with the Papal seal at the top of it, 
und our oon names üguring about the middle of 
the sheet. We were very glad also to be told ex- 
actly what was expected of us in the way of dress: 
an evening suit and white neck-tie for gentlemen; 
a black dress, without ornament, and a black lace 
veil for the ladies. Fortunate were we in the pos- 
session of such aninvitation, as nearly ali re- 
quests for presentations at the Papal court had 
been refused on account of the fatigues of the 
Holy Week, which must necessarily rest heavily 
on so old a man as Pius IX. 

Besides, we had been repeatedly told how diffi- 
cult it has become of late for Americans to obtain 
admission to the Papal apartments. The Pope is 
especially fond of Americans—in the abstract. He 
appreciates fully the warm idllegiance that Ameri- 
can Catholics have paid him; but he feels keen! 
the too many .violations of courtly etiouette whic 
some Protestant compatriots have been guilty of 
in his presence. 

Only a few weeks before our arrival in Rome a 
Congregational deacon from Boston had, after 
much persistent seeking, obtained for himself and 
party an audience card. Everybody is told that 
etiquette—if no~higher feeling—demands that all 
shall kneel on the Pope's entry to the audience 
chamber. Common civility demands that his guests 
shall at least stand. ‘This ill-bred and ill-man- 
nered deacon saw fit to do neither. He firmly re- 
solved that he would sit during the audience, and 
demanded of his party that they should follow his 
example of discourtesy. Iam — to say that 

is absurd re- 
quirement, and went to the Vatican with a deliber- 
ate intention of offering an insulttothe Pope in 
his own apartment. Since that day it is much 
more difticult for American visitors to obtaꝶ ‘tc- 
cess to the Vatican. 

Our cards told us that the audience would take 

lace at 12 o'clock noon, and we were to be at the 
’ontifical palace at 11:30. As the clock of St. 
Peter's struck the half hour we alighted under the 
nd porte cochere and were escorted by a soldier 


1 of the Swiss Guard to the grand staircase leading 


to the Pope's apartment. At every landing we 
found soldiers in brilliant uniforms and halberds 
standing ready to direct us through the labyrinth- 
ne passages of the palace. It was well they were 
there, or we should nave surely lustour way. Up, 
up, and on we went, counting the stairs in our pro- 
gress and finding when we reached the door of the 
ante-chamber that we had scaled just 235 steps. 

At the end of this wearisome climbing we came 
toa magnificent room, long, and lofty, and gor- 

eously frescoed. Here and there stately footmen 
in the Pope’s livery were moving about—ine-look- 
ing men in crimson velvet and brocade. One of 
these fine gentlemen” relieved us of our wrap- 
pings and hats, helped us to arrange on our wrists 
the dozens of rosaries and other odjets religieux we 
had brought to be blessed, and ushered us at last 
into the audience chamber. This room was 
no more or less tnan a long corridor, 
with rows of chairs on either side and 
a comfortable arm-chair at the end opposite 
the entrance. Afew people, mostly French and 
Italian, were already waiting, and by the time for

An o man, whose more than fourscore years 
have not rested so very heavily upon his shoul- 
ders, and whose troubies have not given a single 
line of bitwrnes# to his handsome face. He is 
clad in a soft. white garment reaching to his feet, 
a sash of hey, White watered silk about his 
body; on his u. ad a white skull-cap, beneath 
which one could see his still whiter hair; on his 
feet red shoes, em roidered with golden crosses, 
and on his hands thick knitted half-gloves that 
reach to the tingers and leave the Pontifical ring ex- 
posed. The Pove walks like an old man, leaning 
on a stick, with which stau he emphasizes his 
words as he talks. ‘This is the head of the Church, 
before whom millions upon millions bow as Christ's 
vicegerent upon earth. 

At a signal from one of the secretaries in attend- 
ance all the company rose to theirfeet. Then the 
Pope, with as pleasant a smile as Jever saw on an 
old man’s face, walked down the line at his right, 
stopping to speak to each person as he passed. 

One by one the company knelt as he approached, 
and to each he gave his hand, that they who wished 
to do so might kiss his ring. Most of the assem- 
blage kissed this emblem of power devoutly; for 
all the Pope hada pleasant word. Two Sisters of 
Charity, who had come all the way from Paris to 
receive the blessing of the Holy Father, prostrated 
themselves and kissed the embroidered golden 
cross upon his shoe. 

Having made the round of the chamber, he re- 
turned to the place from which he had entered, 
and, raising his hand as a signal, all knelt down 
while he, with upraised right hand, pronounced 
the following benediction, in a clear voice and 
purest French: * 

1 bless you and yours—all who are near and dear 
to you, present or absent, not to-day alone, but 
for all time, andinthe hope that my benediction 
may avail you im the life eternal. I give you an old 
man’s blessing; but it will avail you nothing unless 
you work it out to the glory of God in good deeds, 
in purit f life, in steady faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ. / I bless all the rosaries, crucifixes, and re- 
ligiong objects you may have brought with you, 
trustſng that you will find in them souvenirs of the 
Passion of our Saviorand reminders of the unspeak- 
able gift you have received through Him. Iad- 
monish you, inthis age of heresies and schisms, 
that you be vigilant in all religious duties, striving 
so to live that we may all be one in the life of the 
world to come. 

That was all, a smple blessing from an old man— 
aman against whose personal character no word 
has ever breathed. Whatever errors or sins may 
be counted to the Po by the enemies of his 
Church, the record of the man has been stainless. 
Surely for such a blessing no Protestant could feel 
the worse. As soon as the Pope had ceased speak- 
ing, the curtains were once more withdrawn, and 
he left us, with only pleasant memories of our 
audience. We gathered up our rosaries and cruci- 
fixes, and left the Vatican by the same circuitous 
way we had come.

NOT GERMANS. 
THE SOLDIERS WHO WERE AT THE CRUCIFIX- 
ION. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cnicaco, Aug. 5.—You will confer a favor 
upon me by inserting the following in your val- 
uable paper: Last Sunday I happened to be 
present at the afternoon religious service per- 
formed by a Baptist minister, the Rev. Mr. 
Painter, in the chapel of the Washingtonian 
Home, of this city. On this occasion the Rev. 
Mr. Painter, in describing the sufferings and 
death of Jesus, with great emphasis called the 
attention of his auditors to the hitherto un- 
known and startling fact that the soldiers who 
jeered at, tormented, and ly crucified Jesus, 
were Germans, belonging tothe Roman military. 
He repeated this statement, laying particular 
stress upon this point. 

Now, sir, it is very improbable, although not 
quite impossible, that German soldiers were en- 
listed in the Roman legions during the nine- 
teenth year of the rule of the Emperor Tibe- 
rfus. Germany, between Rhine and Elbe, was 
certainly, until five years before Tiberius suc- 
ceeded Augustus, treated as a Roman province, 
but in the year 9, A. D., the Germans regained 
their freedom under their able leader, Arminius, 
or Herman, and from that time they made war 
on the Romans with such success that, ninety- 
eight years after the death of Tiberius, they 
eonquered some parts of Italy. However, it 
mav be remembered that the Germanic tribes 
willingly enlisted as soldiers in foreign service, 
if the tribe was not eugaged in a war of its own. 
It is improbable that they hired out to their own 
enemies and those of their own country. 

If the Germans, in any number worth speak- 
ing of, had enlisted in the Syrian legions of 
Tiberius, Plinius Junior would not have omitted 
to state the fact.

ADONI-SKOMO. 
A CURIOUS MASSACHUSETTS SECT. 
The Springfield (Mass.) Republican of July 27 
has the following sketch of a local sect: 
As queer a people as are often met, and, ap- 
parently, as upright and religious, withal, are the 
community situated on the stage-road between 


Athol and Petersham, and commonly known 
thereabouts as Howlandites or ‘* Fullerites.” 


According to their account, — twenty-one 
ears ago, two Worcester women, Mrs. Sarah J. 
ervey and her sister, Caroline E. Hawks, had 


come to hope for a divine revelation to them, and, 
in expectation of it, had gone to a camp-meeting 
at Groton. Entering the meecing, they heard a 
stranger, talking in tongues,” who proved to be 
the man to meet their wants, in the person of 
Frederick T. Howland, a Quaker of good social 
standing, from New Bedford. That day, Sept, 15, 
1855, was the origin in the faith,” though not 
in temporal association, of the community, these 
three being the ‘‘ pioneers,” as Sister Hervey 
takes pride in calling herself and associates. Mrs. 
Hervey's husband died, a year or two later, though 
not in the faith, these things,’’ as they say, 
having been beyond him. Soon after, the new 
belief received the addition of eight persons living 
in Athol, among them Leona C. Fuller, the 
present head of the community, and his wife. In 

ay, 1861, having been moved by the Spirit“ to 
form an association for tiving together, they set- 
tled at Fuller's, at the south end of Pleasant street 
in Athol. In August, 1864, they removed to their 
a farmin Petersham. ‘*‘ Brother’’ Howland

people considered him a prophet, and say the Lord 
spoke by him, and that he led them as Moses led 


the children of Israel. 

Their religious belief in many respects resembles 
that of the Adventiets, but differs in the vital point 
that the reign of Christ, under the expected new 
dispensation, is to be spiritual, and not personal, 
as the Adventists hold. They construe the saying 
of John the Revelator, ‘* I was in the Spirit on the 
Lord's day,” to refer toa period of time to begin 
with the 7000th year of the world, which is near at 
hand. The Judgment Day they believe has already 
begun, and in ashort time, at the opening of the 
new dispensation, the holy dead are to be raised. 
When a man who has received common salva- 
no more consciousness till the 
who are ‘‘ specially” 


tion dies he has 
resurrection; but some, 
saved, will not die. Miracles will be performed 
commonly. When the new dispensation begins 
they are to be ofthe 144,000 spoken of by John, 
and are to judge the nations. They do not believe 
in a hypothetical heaven somewhere in space; the 
earth is not to be destroyed, but changed; and, 
finally, the devil is to be bound a thousand 
ears. They entirely denounce Sp aliem, say- 
ng that it is from the devil, a perfect antichrist. 
Brother“ Howland, they say, lay down to rise 
with the Prophets, and they have written out what 
they claim to be prophecies made by him months 
or years before his death as to the manner in which 
it should occur, which, judged by the event, are 
certainly striking. 

The community live chiefly upon farinaceous 
food; they drin rincipally water, sometimes 
herb-tea, No flesh is eaten, — there is to be 
a restitution of the order of things that prevailed 
in the Garden of Eden, and nothing that grows in 
the ground, becaused the ground is cursed. They 
live on the apostolic plan of having all property in 
common. If any among them wish to get married, 
they have to leave the community. Morning and 
evening, they wait before the Lord,” standing, 
repeat the Lord's prayer, and read and explain the 
Bible, as the Spirit gives utterance.” Although 
the district public school is only a stone's throw 
away, the half-dozen children in she community, 
whom they have adopted, as the Lord sent 
them,“ are taught at home by Sister“ Hervey. 
Sometimes the neighbors’ children come in, also, 
aux chey are said to do better there than atthe pub- 
school. The school gives an occasional exhibi- 
tion before the family and a Christmas tree is 
provided. No jewelry is worn, and they dress 
very plainly; though the world's people claim 
that the community wear as expensive fixins ” 
and show as much pride as they do. The com- 
munity observe a seventh-day Sabbath, extending 
from 6 p. m. Friday tothe same hour Saturday. 
The religious exercises begin at 10 o'clock Satur- 
day, and continue without intermission till 3. 
They are of the opinion that they need not go to a 
‘*synagogue’’ or where the minister has to go 
‘round and wake the people ap, as he did down to 
ti Advent Church in Athol last Sunday. The

Their number, now about twenty, varies from 
time to time. They claim not to expect additions, 
though recently they have received two or three 
which they count of considerable importance. 
One of them is a woman formerly a member of the 
Shaker community at Dayton, O., where she was 
not satisfied, who walked all the way from Ohio 
to join them; another is an ex-Baptist minister 
from Athol. They claim to have suffered consid- 
erable persecution for righteousness’ sake. 
Mrs. Fuller thinks she was cheated out of proper- 
ty which her mother left her, and, because of the 
faith, two of their number, while sick, they say, 
were turned out of a house on School street in this 
city. They add, however, that many of those for- 
ward in opposing them have died sudden or violent 
deaths. On the other hand, they are prospering; 
they own a farm of 210 acres, aud Brother Asa 
Richards, their temporal head, raises stock. grain, 
fruits, etc., nearly sufficient to support them.

RELIGIOUS MISCELLANY. 
THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

There are 792 Protestant Episcopal churches 
in London, and of these 211 have daily service, 
240 have free seats, and 144 are open for private 
prayers. 

The Russian Government will allow no Prot- 
estant mission to be established within its do- 
minions. Since 1824, six such missions have 
been opened, but have been broken up. 


There will be no pews in the new Roman 
Catholic Cathedral on fifth avenue, New York. 
Visitors will be accommodated with chairs 
placed in groups about its many altars and 
chapels. 

A convention of the advocates of cremation as 
the best method of burial has lately been held 
in Dresden. Prof. Kinkel, of Zurich, was elect- 
ed honorary President, and Dr. Kuchenmeister, 
of Dresden, was chosen to be the acting Presi- 
dent. An International Committee was ap- 
pointed to arrange for the common action of all 
erg mation societies. 

The Colorado Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church met at Boulder City, July 15. 
A report upon temperance was adopted, which 
recommended the use only of the “juice of the 
grape in the Communion service. The distri- 
bution of temperance literature, and the preach- 
ing of temperance sermons, also were advised by 
the report. 


There is published the account of a miracu- 
lous cure wrought iu the grotto during the mass 
of the Pope’s Nuncio. An old lady named Mad- 
eleine Lansereau, of the Diocese of Poictiers, 
who had been unable to walk without crutches 
for nineteen years, after being in the spring for 
a short time, — rfectly .

The Birmingham Post says the ignorance of 
soine people as to the faith of Islam was illus- 
trated in a most ludicrous manuer at the Liver- 
pool police court.

The right of women to vote in the election of 
vestries has been discussed in conventions of 
Episcopalians in California and North Carolina, 
and decided negatively, but it is said that the 
resolution in favor of such female suffrage was 
debated in Virginia some years ago and rejected, 
with the understanding that no action was re- 
quired, and it was better to make the distinction 
of sex in the exercise of the elective power. 


It is proposed to erect a monument by gen- 
eral subscription to Dr. Orestes A. Brownson, 
and the question has arisen how far the various 
religious bodies with which he has been con- 
nected should take part inthe enterprise. It 
ought also to be considered whether he did not 
win distinction enough as a philosophical think- 
er, a strong writer, anda patriot to deserve re- 
spect from public-spirited men outside of con- 
troversial lines. 


The condition of Methodism in the Dominion 
is very encouraging. The net increage of mem- 
bership for the Toronto Conference is 2,006; that 
of the London Conferenee is 2,282; tne Mon- 
treal Conference, 600; the Nova Scotian Confer- 
ence, 600; and the New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island Conference, 1, 188—making a 
total in these five conferences of 6,071. The re- 
turns of the Newfoundland Conference have not 
yet been received.

It was decided that no 
layman should be eligible to a seat in the annual 
Conference, unless he had been a church mem- 
ber for five continuous years, and also an officer. 
either a Trustee, local preacher, Steward, or 
member of some District Committee. It was 
also decided that one-fourth of the lay members 
of each annual Conference shall have been dele- 
gates to the preceding Conference. The dele- 
gates tothe annual Conference will be elected 
at the District meetings, ministers by ministers 
and laymen by laymen. The Conference, as re- 
constructed, will be composed of 220 members 
of each order. 


The City of Ottawa on Sunday, the 16th of 
July, presented the s ar spectacle of a city 
allof whose pulpits (except those of Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Episcopal churches) 
were occupied by citizensof a foreign nation. 
The Council of the Reformed Episcopal Church 
being then in session at that place, the Protest- 
ant clergy, sixteen in number, requested the 
services of the various clergymen of that de- 
nomination. This request was complied with, 
and the pulpits were filled morning and even- 
ing by the Reformed Episcopalians. In the 
Emmanuel Reformed Episcopal Church, which 
isa fine brick building, eli bly situated, the 
services were most interesting. Inthe morning 
confirmation was administered, in the afternoon 
two Presbyters were ordained, while ifthe even- 


ing the Rev. Edward Cridge and the Rev. 
Samuel Fallows, D. D., were consecrated 
Bishops. in the evening services the church, 


which will accommodate some 600 or 700 per- 
sons, was filled to overflowing, and very many 
were unable to obtain admission. 


The new church edifice of the First Reformed 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. Dr. Sabine’s, to be 
erected at Madison avenue and Fifty-ninth 
street, New York, will be 66 by 90 feet. It will 
be of N ewark brown stone, rock face, with trim- 
mings of a lighter tint of Berlin (Ohio) stone. 
At the corner will be a square tower, with a 

ointed roof, rising to a height of 145 feet. 
Vithin, the church will have an open timber 
roof, the ribs springing from columns against 
the wall. All the wood work will be of ash. 
The large windows will be of colored cathedral 
glass, and the plan of decoration makes the 
whole room a mass of rich coloring. The seat- 
ing capacity of the church will be about 1,000. 
The Sunday-school room in the basement will 
seat 500. The whole cost will be about $70,000. 4 
The Stewart Memorial Church in Garden City, 
near New York, the foundation for which is al- 
ready under way, will be 175 feet deep, with a 
transept of 150 feet. It will be built in the 
pure Gothic style of architecture. The base is 
to be of granite, the outside walls of freestone, 
and the inside of Caen stone, with elaborate 
decorations. It is expected that the church will 
be ready for service some time during the sum- 
mer of 1877. The grounds surrounding the 
church, comprising ten acres or more, are to be 
planted with trees, shrubs, and flowers. 


The most silly thing that a Protestant con- 
gregation can dois to build a house of worship 
urwhich nobody can hear. Externally, Tomp- 
kins Avenue Pe Church, Srookivn, 
is beautiful to look at. It is cruciform in style, 
florid Gothic in design, and ornamented to the 
very spire. The building and furnishing have 
cost $250,000. Nobody can fill the house, for no- 
body can speak in it or hear in it with any de- 
gree ol ease or comfort. This house has been 
rented of the mortagees by the new Congrega- 
tional Society, of which Dr. Helmer is minister. 
The roof inside looks like the headquarters of a 
telegraph company. Bunches of telegraph wires 
run lengthwise and crosswise of the church. 
It was thought that these would break the 
echo. The platform has been brought into 
the centre of the church, and a screen put 
in the rear to aid the sound of the 
voice, but with little success. Architects now 
say that the interior of the church must be en- 
tirely changed, galleries put in, floor raised, 
ceiling altered; in other words, a new church 
internally must be constructed, and the work is 
progressing. There are at least a dozen churches 
—some in Brooklyn, some in New York, some 
in Boston, in Springfield, and Chicago—cach cost- 
ing over $200,000, that are utterly worthless as 
places of worship. It does no good to curse 
architects, when committees insist upon build- 
ing Gothic churches for Protestant preaching. 
When Sir Christopher Wren was ordered to 
furnish plans for the rebuilding of St. Paul’s he 
made a design that embodied his idea of what a 
large Protestant church ought to be. The plans 
are still in existence. Spurgeon's Tabernacle 
embraces Wren’s oo though on a smaller 
scale. The Duke of ork, who was then plan- 
ning the return of the Romish Church, induced 
Charles II. to reject the model. Wren was or- 
dered to restore St. Paul’s in the cruciform 
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style, and he received the command with bitter 
tears.—New York Herald.
